would eventually supply British Columbia 
with its flour. He stated that the ox- 
pjnditure in excess of revenue received 
from tho district last year was 
$11,635, and that oven with tho 
increased taxation the expenditure 
for|1888-89 would ho nearly S7,000 in 
excess of revenue. Ho went on to statu 
that the school act amendment passed last 
session was very favorable to the district 
as country children could rarely secure 
any benefit from tho present High school 
system, and thought it hardly fair to the 
district, as they derived little or no bene- 
fit. Ho then compared tho average 
amount of tax paid by the people of the 
district and the amount it cost to educate 
the children, the average cost for each 
child being something over §34.

"Is it any wonder, then, that Conser- 
vatives as woll as Liberals feel that it is 
high time to raise a voice of warning 
against tho appointment of a gentleman 
to so important an office as that of Minis- 
tor of the Interior who has been charac- 
terized as tlio embodiment of all that is 
evil; who has boon noted for his venality 
and inhumanity, to say nothing of the dis- 
grace brought upon the country by his 
management of tho Indian affairs f If the 
people to whom ho is about to appeal for 
a seat will condone these grave charges 
the responsibility will be theirs; but. they 
have ample warning, and if persisted in 
contrary to the advice given them, the 
excuse cannot be advanced that they were 
not forewarned. " 

Boar in mind the fact that this warning 
appeared in tho Times only last week '. 
Last evening wo were treated to a disser- 
tation on coming events from the writer 
who is always "in a position to know," 
and who invariably relies on street talk 
for his political prophesies. Speaking of 
the probability of Mr. .lames Eteid's re 
signing his seat and accepting a senator- 
ship and of Mr. Dewdney 's contesting 
Cariboo our consistent neighbor con- 
cludes:

Tho force and weight of 
Mr. Frye's speech is well indicated by the 
sharpness of tho hostile comments in the 
press, and the personalities to which its 
author is treated. When "high-toned" 
dailies remind Mr. Frye that be novel' 
was much of a statesman :it any rate, but 
takes rank only as an able politician, the 
public at once recalls the English solicit- 
or's endorsement of the brief: "No case; 
abuso plaintiff's attorney. " The Republi- 
can party, on whom the administration 
and Senator Morgan have devolved the 
defence of tho nation's honor and inter- 
ests in this case, has every reason to be 
satisfied with tho way in which the dis- 
cussion has been opened. 

The attitude of the Republican party 
is precisely the same as that of the Liberal 
party in Canada. Thoy oppose the treaty 
because it is favorable, to their political 
opponents.

It la rare to see a woman who, If tried 
by her own standard and that of those 
Immediately around her, has led a nobler 
or more completely s/Uiufaetory life than 
Louisa Alaott. But since we ought never 
to be satisfied either with ourselves or 
with anybody else, and .since one of the 
chief uses of the study of line character 
1b to discover wherein it could bo yet 
finer, there Is always a lesson to 
be drawn from the very limitations 
of each career. The finest thought 
ever expressed by Howells, I think, is 
where he suggests thai success itself may 
p>rtiaps seem very much like failure, seen 
from the Inside; and there are few emi- 
nent persons, probably, so sunk In conceit 
that they could not afford to ol hers cer- 
tain warnings as well us examples from 
their own achievements. The obituaries 
Usually miss such warnings; indeed, they 
are apt to turn expressly away from them 
and think it a little ungenerous to draw 
them, the consequence being that such 
obituaries are as valueless as an inscrip- 
tion on n monument, and, like that, re- 
duce all character to a level of common- 
place and conventional virtue. There are, 
perhaps, but, two points of warning, or 
even of limitation, that tieed to be sug- 
gested In connection with Miss Alcott's 
brilliant career, but each of these is of 
some weight. 

First It is fair to ask why this valuable 
life was cut oft so early — at 55 Instead ol 
88, this last being her father's term ol 
years Was it nut because she burned the 
candle too desperately, while bis burned 
calmly and ut times even feebly? Qf lute 
years she has Buffered repeatedly, it it 
stated, from nervous prostration and oilier 
disorders coining from excess of work. 
She never bad tiny leisure; she was always 
overworked. Grant that this evil came 
largely from those exacting demands ol 
admirers and correspondents which have 
been more than once pointed out in these 
columns, mid which make it often bard 
for a really useful life to prolong itself. 

Hut I suspect there was another reason, 
which seldom fails to tell upon successful 
authors. The late Mr. .lames T. Fields 
once told me that lie asked Charles Iteado, 
when at the height of his fame, ''Why do 
you give us no more of those delightful 
shorter tales like 'Peg Wofllngton' and 
'Christie Johnstone,' on which your fame 
was first founded! 1 " "Because," said 
Rcade, simply, "I cannot now afford it.'" 
When he was comparatively poor and nil 
known he could write masterpieces; when 
he had achieved lame and fortune, and 
acquired the habits that come with these, 
he no longer had the leisure to write them. 
It is the same with health, time, and life 
itself. The young girl who earns $5 by 
her first published story hns an immense 
sense of wealth, let her cherish it, for she 
Will probably never feed so rich again. Ax 
a rule, if you earn $500 a year, you spend 
it; if you earn $5,000 a year, your stand- 
ard of expenditures almost invariably ex- 
pands to match if; ami for the most part, 
the more money one earns, the harder it 
is to take a vacation. Tins applies to 
those who spend money selfishly, but It 
applies witli tenfold force to those who 
are generous.

A BY-LAW, 

Respecting the Municipal Assessment Roll for 
the year 1888. 

[Passed 18th Juno, 1888.] 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE COUNCIL OF 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria, 
as follows:— 

1. The Assessment Roll of the said City for 
the year 1S&S shall bo roturned by tho Assessor 
lo the Clork of the Municipal Council on the 
18th day pf July, A. D. 1888. 

2. All poi sons complaining of their respective 
assessments ou the said Roll shall, within one 
month after the time hereinbefore llxed for 
returning the said Roll, give notlco thereof in 
writing to the Clerk of tho Municipal Council, 
specifying in such notice the grounds of their 
respective complaints. 

3. Tho snld notice shall be left with the Clerk 
of the Municipal Couuoll twenty-four hours 
prior to the time mentioned in the next section 
of this By-Law. 

4. All complaints, of which duo notico shall 
have been given under thu last two preceding 
sections, shall bo heard at the City Hall, Vic- 
toria, on t he 21st day of August, A. D. 1888, ai 
eleven o'clock in the forenoon, or so soon there- 
after as t hey can be heard.

Everything is 
favorable for a good race and all exciting 
struggle; both men aro in tirst-class con- 
dition, and trained to perfection; the 
weather promises to lie all that could he 
desired; the water perfectly smooth, and the 
course selected is unequalled, as tho 
entire raco from start to finish will bo 
rowed in full view of the spectators. The 
match will be for the championship of 
the Pacific coast and §1 ,000 a side, dis- 
tance three miles— mile and a half with 
turn. Tin; course will be the same as 
that in the Paine-Bull race, from a point 
nearly opposite the Morton House down 
the lake in a southerly direction, each 
man starting from and turning his own 
buoy. (If tin; two scullers, Win. Paine 
is decidedly tho best record as an oars- 
man, having never yet been defeated in 
match race, and ibis record his friends 
feel confident he will add to by 
proving victorious to-morrow afternoon. 
Although Peterson s record as an 
oarsman is not so well known in 
Victoria, he is undoubtedly no moan 
opponent ; he has considerably im- 
proved in sLyle and speed since his 
e with O'Connor, and those who have 
u him practice, and who are competent 
to judge, say "Paine will have his work 
cut out to beat him." I'aiue will row in 
his new boat, built by Geo. Warin, of 
Toronto; and Peterson will use one of the 
boats he purchased from O'Connor, both 
shells being of tho latest style and most 
improved pattern. Considerable money 
is being wagered on tho result, betting, so 
far, being e van; although in a few cases 
odds are offered on the San Francisco 
man. These bets, however, aro promptly 
snapped up by Paine 'a friends, and are 
eagerly sought after. The race will be 
rowed about, four o'clock, and trains will 
leave Victoria station at 8;"J0 and li:I!0 
a. in., and 2:30 p.m., returning after the 
race. Trains will also run from Nanaimo 
and Wellington, all passengers being car- 
ried at reduced rates.
